cratic party has a majority of 311 
over the Republicans, a tabulation 
of the complete registration rrtums 
revealed today. 
The figures, announced by Win­ 
field O. Horner, clerk to the county 
registration commission, show that 
15.064 countians are registered with 
7,558 listed as Democrats and 7,247 
as Republicans. There are 223 per­ 
sons who did not declare politics and 
will not vote at the primaries. The 
other 36 divided 
their allegiance 
among four other parties. 
There 
are four Socialists, 24 members of 
the Royal Oak party, two who be­ 
long to the Social Justice party and 
six Prohibitionists.

“There Isn’t much to do until 
growers realize they have to work 
together,” said F. R. Wilcox, m ar­ 
keting division director of the agri­ 
culture adjustm ent adm inistration. 
Reports of a slow m arket have 
come 
from 
Pennsylvania 
where 
growers had been enthusiastic about 
a big harvest. 
Tile indicated 1937 
peach production, as of August I. 
was nearly three million bushels, the 
largest of any state except Califor­ 
nia. 
Pennsylvania's trouble, said Wil­ 
cox, 
is 
th a t 
many 
other 
states 
have bumper crops, too. 
Tile total 
indicated crop is 59.000,000 bushels, 
or about 12.000.000 more than last 
year. 
“I do think probably the peach 
m arket will .strengthen, if anything, 
in the next few weeks. ’ Wilcox said. 
“Apple production is 30 to 40 per 
cent higher than last year. 
When 
apples are cheap, people buy apples 
and not peaches. There is a definite 
relation among fruits. . . . People 
are going to buy fruit th a t is cheap­ 
est.” 
Efforts are being m ade to regu­ 
late the supply, Wilcox said, and 
poorer grades will be* kept off the 
m arket if possible. 
•He suggested th a t growers m ight 
find it profitable to arrange special 
sales through retail stores, explain­ 
ing th a t “frequently farm ers have 
done a good job in cleaning up sur­ 
plus commodities th a t way."

HAVE had the privilege the past week of meeting and talking with scores 
of country editors of weekly newspapers. There were a fine lot of men 
—and some women. This particular meeting was held in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, which is in Canada. 
I was brought up on a weekly newspaper in a little town in Michigan. 
It was an event in our home when the paper arrived. We soon knew 
what everybody in the town was about during the week. And the editor 
always had a bright and instructive talk to his “flock.” 
The thing that makes the weekly newspaper so important is its close­ 
ness to its readers. It Is an intimate organ. It serves its readers in quite 
as helpful a manner as does the minister, the priest, or the tftwn principal 
of schools. It is an institution without which no town Is quite complete. 
The country newspaper is one paper th at is usually read from front to 
back—ads and all. 
In the United States there are some 10,000 weekly newspapers, and in 
Canada some 1.000. I have remarked th a t so long as these newspapers live 
and carry on. and the editors hold to their present ideals—no m atter what 
happens—there will be left enough intelligence among the lot to guide 
each nation safely through any serious trouble. 
The daily press owes much to these newspapers. 
From them they 
have drawn many a worker and many a brilliant editor. 
The small town editor is a hard working, hard thinking hum an being. 
He has every one of his readers’ interest at heart. No item of interest is 
unimportant. His newspaper Is the reflection of the thought and tempo 
of his town. Usually he is a rave leader and a fearless fighter for its best 
interests. 
We could ill afford to be without this small town editor of the weekly 
newspaper. He cam s little—but he gives much. His is a service. His in­ 
fluence is wide and far reaching. His citizenship is a fine gift to civiliza­ 
tion. May he never perish from the earth!

the1 15 largest producing nations, the] 
United States made 47Vfe per cent of 
the total. 
B ut last year, when a new record 
of 119.500,000 tons was produced, 
America’s production had dropped 
to 41 per cent. 
Although the first 
six m onths’ total shows tilts average 
has been slightly increased, with Un- i 
cie Sam m aking approximately 32.- 
000.000 of a 71,208,500 estimated to- j 
tai, statisticians predict a second 1 
half let-up is likely to reduce this 
nation’s production ratio.

Germany, 
Soviet 
Russia and the United Kingdom all 
established new high points for steel 
production, and are continuing at 
an even increased pace.
